In speaking of crime, the con­ 
gressm an pointed out that 90 per 
cent of 
the crime 
committed is 
perpetrated by 
persons under 
21 
years of ^ge. “In a certain state in 
which 
crime 
conditions 
were 
studied, it was found th at out of a 
population 
of one and 
one-half 
m illions males. 11.000 were in prison 
T his m eans that one out of every 
150 
was imprisoned. 
Forty 
years 
ago onlv one half as many were in­ 
carcerated 
Since out of every IOO 
rim inals caught only nine go to 
prison, and 91 escape we might say 
th a t one out of every 75 persons is 
in Jail or ought to be. In our coun­ 
try we find th a t 60 per cent of the 
population is urban, and 40 per cent 
rural, and yet the cities furnish 87'* 
percent of 
the criminal*, 
and the 
country districts only 12S per cent 
lack of Education

170 had a high 
school education.

Oct. 28 (AP)—Mem­ 
bers of the legislature are getting

to the opening of the special session 
here November 9. 
Governor Pinchot has announced 
that the special session will be lim­ 
ited to consideration only of un­ 
employment relief measures, but 
this will not prevent the individual 
legislators 
from

His victory left Arthur Hender­ 
son the only defeated party head. 
Stanley Baldwih, former

stantial majority.

Allows Gangster Stay But 
Keeps In Jail In 
Chicago. 


Chicago. Oct, 28 (AP).—Scar face 
Al Capone was given a temporary 
choice of prisons Tuesday but not 
his freedom. 
The United States circuit court of 
appeals granted the gangster in­ 
come tax dodger a writ of super­ 
sedeas. thus denying the marshal 
the immediate privilege of escorting 
him to the Leavenworth peniten­ 
tiary, but it followed the lead of the 
trial judge in denying Capone bail 
during his appeal. 
D’Andrea Asks Court’s Mercy 
In the meantime, before Federal 
Judge James H. Wilkerson, PPhilip 
DAndrea. Capone’s companion and 
bodyguard, asked the mercy of the 
court, admitting he carried a loaded 
pistol into the courtroom during the 
trial of his boss. D Andrea declared 
he had no intention of obstructing 
Justice. 
Judge Wilkerson said he would

of 
the 
case, 
in 
which 
D’Andrea was ordered to show cause 
why he should not be cited for con­ 
tempt of court, at IO a. rn. today. 
Michael Ahern, defense attorney, 
said there was no dispute of the 
facts—D’Andrea had the pistol in 
the courtroom. 
“(hmkI. Clean Roy” 
‘ But this man did not intend an 
affront of the court,” Ahern con­ 
tinued. 
“This boy is a good, clean 
boy. 
His acts on behalf of Capone 
were prompted by loyalty and kind­ 
liness of mind and heart, 
If you 
knew the inner workings of Phil 
D’Andiea’s mind, as I know them, 
you'd see that he was without m al­ 
ice.’’ 
D Andrea took the witness stand, 
one of the few gangsters ever to 
testify in a Chicago court. 
He had 
been a deputy bahff of the munici­ 
pal court and, although hts resigna­ 
tion had been requested and he no 
longer received pay, he still consid­ 
ered himself a bailiff D Andrea said. 
He added th at he thought himself 
entitled to carry the weapon at all 
times and that he “certainly would 
not have brought it irito court, even 
though I was a bailiff, if I had 
thought it would be disagreeable to 
your honor.”
